Having preached that doctrine for
nearly o vear,the ory proves to be a boom-
erang on the plain appearance of the fact
that no such Increase of pricesisto take
pieee. The lesson will teach our friends
the enemy a liMtle discretion in their hue
and cry against the tarifl for the future,
ANOTHFR RKFSCUE NECESSARY,

THE ROAD OUFESTION,

Lie last Logislature managed to muddle
the movement In favor of good country
poads so that at present nothing partic-
uisr appears to bhe jeft of it Bat it is
hardly possible that the agitation of the
subject, the proofs of the need for better
country roads, of their value to the com-
munity, and of fthe practieability of a
peneral improvement can be wholly lost,
vven by logislative stupidity.

A contribution to the stock of public
informution on the standard of road-
making in Furope is made in the lust issue
of the Fugineering Magaeine. The writer
sAVE:

in France, you may drive from Paris to
Girieans, to Bourges, to Nevers, and neross
the Jurs mountains into Switzerland., You
may journey through Switzeriand, behold-
ing all her marvels of scenery, and you may
continne aon into Germany sand follow the
Kliine and ita valicy of jegends mntil you
reach the shonls of the North Ses,. You may
vary this jonrpey in whatover way yonar
inclination may urge: you may travel the
yomds of Scotiund, Italy, Austria, Belgiom,
luden, Spain or Seandivavia, and you will
everywhere find that the public band has
Teren Industriousiy directed to the care and
keeping of the coopmon roads. *

In all these countries a speclal depart-
ment of the Government is devoted to the
care and maintenance of roeds and bridges,
and the result is a periection of highways
=uch a8 is nnknown in this country. There
may he & certain fidelity to the demoeratic
theories in the perfection of local self-
government which leaves every com-
munity free to keep itself in the mud if it
prefers. But when the resolt is execrable
roads for nearly all sections, the inguiry

which travel will be easy at all seasons.
The present system which leaves us with
roads that are impassable for one-third of
the vear cannot continue long, consistently
with a claim of a high stage of civilization.

THE PROPOSED 82,000,000 BOND ISSUE.

It is obvious that If the city has to pay
the piper for recent street improvements,
the expense of which rightly should have
been borne by the property benefited,
there 48 no alternative to the §2,000,000
bond plan, except by special tax levy to
meet contractors’ jndgments as they may
be entered up.  Taxes in Pitisburg are al-
ready high enough. To almost double
them even for a single year Is, of course,
undesirable.

But while the $2,000,000 bond scheme
will probably have fo’be sccepted—and
with as little enthusinsm as Iobson's
choiee—there is obvious necessity that the
plan of its operation be definitely set out
before the people are asked to vote for it
Counecilman Binder was entirely correetin
his position at the Finance Committee
meeting vesterday that the term of years,
rate of interest and other details ought to
be understood by the taxpayers when they
are called upon to vote.

Already objection has been made In
some quarters to the bond issue on the
ground that it prejudges the city's labil-
ity to the contractors, in place of permit-
ting that question to be separately settled
in Court' upon each suit as it might be
brought up. We attach no great Import-
ance to this as the Supreme Court clearly
Indicated the clty would have to pay any-
how; but if the general taxpayer hasto
put his hand In b¥s pocket to the amount
of $2,000,000, he will vary surely prefer
knowing in advance how long the bonds
are to run, the rate of interest that is to
be paid, and the manner in which the pro-
ceeds are o be paid out of the City Treas-
ury, in place of merely giving an open
order to Councils in the premises. A dis-
tinet understanding on these points should
accompany or precede the demand for
power to issue these bouds.

CORN FOR FUROPE,

With the certainty that the seareity of
wheat and rye in Europe will establish
high prices for the entire surplus of those
products that this country ean send
abroad, there isa valuable suggestion in
the proposition that the United States
shail take steps to show European coun-
tries the availability of corn products as
an article of food. Such a suggestion was
made years ago by the Hon. A. 8. Hewitt
to the effecs that the United States should
provide for a special exhibit of corn prod-
ucts at the FParis Exposition; but, like
many suggestions, when {lere is no im-
pemativs Incentive backing them, it was
not followed up. N

At present, however, the project pre-
sents the combination of a benefit to hu-
manity and a commercial profit “to this
country, which Is common to all legiti-
mate commerce, but is especlally prom-
inent in this ease. Ifit is properly pros
ecuted it will make available to the people
of Europe, who &t best will be burdened
by the scarcity and high prices of food, a
cheap and wholesome staple. At the same
time it willopen up &8 new market for a
great product of which there is nearly al--
WaYS & surplus in this country, and which
heretofore could not be sent abroad ex-
cept in the form of pork. If the project
is properly pushed it will be highly sue-
ceasful and will prove beneficial to the
workers on both sides of the ocean.

LODGE'S STATISTICAL VAGART.

It may not have been intended that way,
but Hon. Henry Cabot Lodge's artlele in
the last pumber of the Cenfury séems
more calculated to afford amusement than
instruction. Iis plan is that of counting
up the number of men who have been dis-
tinguisbed by notices in encyclopedias of
biography, of also caleulating those who
are honored by large or small portraits, as
well as the theory of taking those who
bave had towns named after them, or
whose portraits adorn the newspapers or
the bill boards, end deducing therefrom
statistical data as to the ratios of ability
among different nationalitics or different
States. This is an exhibition of the sta.
tistieal in a light that approaches the
g‘rot.esqne. —

Mr. Lodge acknowledges at the outset
that the foundation for his statisties s in-
sceurate.  But ho seems to think that the
statistical methods of calculation can be
governed by a rule llke those of
algebra, whieh make calculations
with unegative wvaloes produce posi-
tive results, and therefore pro-
ceeds upon the assumption that an aver-
age of inacenracies will produce nccuraey.
By this method he proceeds to deduce cer-
tain proportions showing that ome State
exceeds another in the ratio of its able
men to the total population, or that one
race falls below the others in the same re-
spect. It s not worth while referring to
any of the conclusions. They are utterly
worthless, as can be shown by another
statement of their foundation than that
already made.

° What Mr. Lodge assumes to be indices
of ability are really udlces of something
entirely distinct. Withont taking into

consideration those blographieal publica-

tions which represent the ability of promi-

nent citizens to pay for a leading place in

thelr pages, or the inability of the subjects
to resist the wiles of the canvasser, it Is
plain that the quality shown by a place In
biographical eneyelopeadias Is notoriety,

or, to use a term free from an offensive
flavor, of prominence. To sssert that
prominence is 8 measure of abllity is equiva-
lent to saying that Mis. Lydia Pinkham
and Harriet Hubbard Ayer are the expo-
nents of ability among American woman-
hood. It was a frequent assertion that

the brains of the Cleveland administration
were lodged in the heads of Daniel Mann-
ing and Daniel Lamont. It is unnecegsary
to elther support or deny that elaim; the
mere assertion is sufficient to show the

distinctioh between prominence and
ability.
